The original problem of the Special Collections ^ 
division of the Michigan State University Library (MSU) was to 
e;&tablish a direction for the cosic book section of the popular 
culture collectionr and to state the holdings in the chosen area^'The 
cosrics clxosen as* the target collection were the superhero coiii'cs of 
the 1960»s thorough * 1975, as this was the aost nearly coaplete 
collection, ifie author's definition of a superhero^ is included. 
Through tiie study of the comic collection, a system for cataloging 
and indexing comics was developed. Information provided by the 
cataloging system includes a call number , title, publisher, isSu^s 
published, notes, MSO holdings, and additional holdings as reprints* 
This information JLs tabulated for the superhero comics in the 
collect ioia and also for the western comics, war and eilitary comics,' 
romance comics, and others. The card catalog for the comic collection 
' contains Author-Title cards and Subject Index cards for each item in .

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'rhs oomio book oatalog, modeled after the Litrary of Congress oata- 
laging syatom in general deaigp, consists of three major, elements, A 
cbeoklist of holdings, an duthor-titlo catalog,, and a subject index, all 
formal and general enough to be used by any comic art collection, are 
ready for limited use by patrons of the library. Although each pax-t of 
the oatalog is based firmly on the present holdings of the library, the 
universe of oomics has been taken into account. 

The Comlo Bgok Cheokliet t Each issue of a serial, cor^o magazine 
is recorded on a holdings carde The user can tell at once, from the first 
holdings card entitled ^Fantastic Four," which of Hie first §0 issues of 
tbat title are in th^ library. This was haaio, the very first necessary 
stf.p in making a comic collection available to the pubUc, Th^ checklist 
has other features as m-bU, Before the holdings ^°rds for each title thsre 
is a "face card,* which is a main entry ^rd from the author-title oatalogo 
This face cord descr*';es the extent of the serial Ip- giving its numtering 
and the dates of beginning and ending (vAere applicable) of a ccoplete 
set, ^aiother or not -'e have^.a conqjlete set. Other notes of general interest 
about the title, but usualJiy not about particular issues, .are given here, 
alcmg with, the call number for paging. 

Following the holdings cardP is another set of cards, of a different 
color, whioh^'constitute a reprint index. The library doesn't have Fantastic 
Four #1^ for a^cample, so the little '^R* boside the ^1^ on the holdings oard 
means a reprint io available, and the firat "oontents oard* tells the user 
where. (See the sample oheoklist oards on the next page)^ Of course the 
original is preferable to the reprint, espeoiary when there are text pages 
or letter oolumns in the original, but reprints are bstter than nothing 
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and a lot better if they oan be found reliably* This reprint index ex- 
tends to partial reprints (not all stories of an issue r^rinted) and 
occasionally to significant -exoerpts or retellings. Often these oards 
are made even ^en we have the original, because it's Ijnportant infcraa- 
tion and because it mkea a handy vay of going through and looking at 
all the story ^ ea of a oomic.

A main entry card with biblio- ' ' 
gri?,hie notes and a cail number is made for each magazine or book under 
th; entry b>-'^ich it is usually cited. A^itional .ntries-^added en- 
trle^-proride the same information listed under othar in^ortant persons . ^ 
cr titles that a user might search under, especially in cases where it's 
unclear which' way a comic or book is "usuall:^ referred to. Please note, 
however, that the '•Fantastic Four« will flot have an added entry under 
. Stan Lee or Jack Kir'qy, for instance (they are the originators of the^ 
• ■ Fantastic Four). The Fantastic Four has had m^»ny writers, artists, Iflt-^ 
t»rers and^so forth, and so has virtually ev*ry comic serial. Adding, all 
these n«^es to the catalog would ovenAelan it. This is very .important 
information but it must be handled some other way, in a separate index. 
The library's holdings of Marvel comics were indexed in this way by 
Keith Fleeman in 1973, and this la availaUe to usex-s'. Besides index'-^^ 
writers, artists, artist-inker teams, and letterers, Fleeman's index in- . . 
eludes listings of every appearance of every, character in every Marvel 
comic held br the library in 1973. 

Besides main entry and added"^ entry cards (exan?)le8 on the next page) 
a third and fourth type of card are part of the design of the author- 
title oatalQg. An -analytic- is n»de when the contents of particrilar 
iasue are thought important enough to be cataloged separately. For ex- 
anple, in view of the library's emphasis on collecting science fiction 
the stories by Samuel R. Delany in Wonder Woman will be handlod this way. ' 

The fourth basic type of card is called a -strip analytic- (as in 
-oondo strip") and serves to clear up the confusion of a coaiic strip's
